Texas Declared Never to have been 
Out of the Union.

The decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Texas «usec, a relating the 
facteas to the alleyved secession of that 
State in 1861, says: * In all respects, so 
far as the object could be aevomplished 
by the ordinances of the convention, by 
the acts of the Legislature, and by the 
— of the citizens, the relations of 
Texas to the United States were broken 
up, and new relations to a new govern- 
ment were substituted for them. The 
position thus assumed could only be 
maintained by arms, and Texas ac- 
took part with the other 
Confederate States in the war of the re- 
bellion, which these events made in- 
evitable. During the wholeof the re- 
bellion there was no Governor, or jud 
or any other State officer in Texas, w 10 
recognized the national authority’; ; nor 
was any officer of the United States 
permitted to exercise any authority 
whatever under the National Govern- 
ment, within the limits of the State, ex- 
cept under the immediate protection of 
the national military forces. Did 
Texas, in consequence of these acts, 
cease to be a State’ Or, if not, did the 
State cease to be a niember of the 
Union? It is 2 — to discuss at 
length the question whether the right 
of a State to withdraw from the Union 
from any cause, regarded by herself as 
sufficient, is consistent with the Consti- 
tution of the United States. The union 
of the States never was a purely artifi- 
cial and arbitrary relation. It began 
among the Colonies, and grew out of 
the common origin of mutual sympa- 
thies, kindred principles, similar in- 
terests, and geographical relations. It 
was confirmed and strengthened by the 
necessities of war, and received definite 
form, and character, and sanction from 
the Articles of Confederation. By 
these the Union was solemnly declared 
to be perpetual, and when these arti- 
eles were found to be inadequate to the 
exigencies of the country, the Constitu- 
tion was ordained, ‘ to form a more per- 
fect union.’ It is difficult to convey 
the idea of indissoluble unity more 
clearly than by these words. What 


can be luble if a 
* union, made more perfect 
not? 


But the 
indissolubility fof the ion by no 
means imply the loss of a distinct and 
individual existence, or of the right of 
self-government by the States. nder 
the Articles of Confederation, each 
State retained its sovereignty, freedom 
aml independence, and every power, 
jurisdiction, and rights not expressly 
delegated to the United States, under 
the Constitution, though the power of 
the States was much restricted, still 
‘all powers not cae’ to the United 
States, nor prohibited to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively, or 
to the people;’ and we have already 
had occasion to remark at this term, 
that ‘the people of each State com- 
pose a State having its own govern- 
ment, and endowed with all the func- 
tions essential to separate and inde- 
1 existence,’ and that without 
he States in the Union, there could be 
no such — Ney as the United 
States.’ Not only, therefore, can there 
be no loss of separate and independent 
autonomy to the States through their 
union under the Constitution, but it 
may not be unreasonably said, ‘the 


reservation of the States and 
he maintenance of their  gov- 
ernments are as much with- 


in the desgin and care of the Con- 
stiution as the preservation of _ 
Union and the maintenance of the Na- 
tional Government. The Constitution 
in all its provisions, looks to an inde- 
structible Union, composed of inde- 
structible States. When, therefore, 
Texas became one ofthe United States, 
she entered into an indissoluble rela- 
tion; all the obligations of perpetual 
union, and all the guarantees of the 
Republican Government in the Union, 
attached at once to the State. The act 
which consumated her admission into 
the Union was something more than a 
compact; it was the incorporation of a 
new member into the poli itical body, 
and it was final. The union between 
Texas and the other States was as com- 
plete, as perpetual, and as indissoluble 
as the union between the original | 

es, There Was no place for recon- 
sideration or revocation, except through 
revolution, or through the consent 
of the States. — 2 therefore, 
of transactions ander the Consti- 
stitution, the ordinances of secession 
adopted by the Convention, and ratified 
by a majority of the citizens of Texas, 
and all the acts of her Legislature in- 
tended to give effect to that ordinance, 
were absolutely null. They were ut- 
terly without operation in law. The 
obligations of the State as a member of 
the Union, and of every citizenof the 
State, as a citizen of the United States, 
remained perfect and unimpaired. it 
— follows that the State did 
not cease to be a State, nor her citizens 
to be citizens of the Union. If this 
were otherwise, the State must have 
become foreign, and her citizens for- 
eigners. The war must have ceased to 
be a war forthe suppression of rebel- 
lion, and must have become a war for 
conquest and subjugation. Our con- 
clusion, therefore, is, that Texas con- 
tinued to bea State, and a State of the 
Union, notwithstanding the transac- 
tions to which we have referred. And

LEAVING NASHVILLE. 


At ten o'clock on the night of Tuesday, 
the train containing his Excellency ex- 
President Johnson, with the members of 
the Memphis delegation, under the leader- 
ship of Alderman James Durff, Chairman, 
left the depot at Nashville amid the cheers 
of the citizens, who had accompanied them 
to the depot, to wish them -bye «a 
bid them God speed on their journey. The 
delegation from Memphis, compos- 
ed of members of the Board of 
Aldermen, and many leading citizens, 
had received so warm a reception from the 

1 folks of Nashville, that all were 
oud in praise in regard to the hospitality 
of Mayor Alden and the citizens of the 
“City of Rocks.” it had there a perfect 
round of festivities from the moment 
they arrived till they took their depar- 
ture, and no sooner was the train fairly 
under way than they all sought what they 
really so much needed, nature's sweet 
restorer, balmy sleep,“ and all on board 
were soon quietly wrapped in the arms of 
Morpheus. 

MACKENZIE, 


At an early hour in the morning the sun 
began to shine out most brilliantly, and 
when the train reached Mackenzie Station, 
‘about half past eight o’clock, Mr. John- 
son found a large crowd of persons wait- 
ing toreceive him. He accordingly went 
out on the platform of the car, and briefly 
thanked them for their cordial recep- 
tion amid loud cheers, The engineer ofthe 
ofthe train went up to Mr. Johnson as 
they were about to leave, and, grasping 
him by the hand, said if the boiler of the 
locometive was full of holes, he (Mr.

THE RECEPTION BY THE CROWD. 


At this time Main street presented a scene 
of the most animated description. As far 
as the eye could reach were to be seen ve- 
hicles ofevery description, gaily decorated 
with flags fand banners, conspicuous 
* whieh was the national ensign, 
while horsemen galloped about regardless 
of consequences, and the only wonder was 
that no accident occurred to mar the pleas- 
ure of the occasion. The sidewalks, the 
street, the tops of the houses, windows 
and balconies were all filled with 
spectators, while around the carriage of 
his Excellency the crowd was so dense as 
to render locomotion an impossibility. 
The cheering was from time to time re- 
newed, and all, both old and young, rich 
and poor, seemed filled with joy and de- 
termined to give Mr. Johnson a welcome 
worthy of the flourishing city of Mom. 
phis. Ata moderate estimate there could 
not have been less than ten or tifteen 
thousand persons in and around the depot. 


THE PROCESSION, 


After leaving the train the ex-Fresident 
was placed in a carriage «appropriated for 
his reception, and the procession moved 
into the city according tothe prescribed 
route. 

First came the avants couriers, consist- 
ing oftwenty young gentlemen mounted 
on velocipedes, each velocipede bearing 
a United States flag ahead. 

Two bodies of policemen in their uni- 
form marching two and two and parallel 
with each other. 

The Grand Marshal, in red silk scarf, 
with Assistant Grand Marshal on his 
right and left, eachin blue scarf, all on 
horseback.

INCIDENTS OF THE ROUTE, 


As the procession advanced it was 
joined by continually increasing crowds, 
who manifested their gratification at the 
appearance in Memphis of the most dis- 
tinguished citizen of the State by fre- 
quent and hearty bursts of applause,which 
were continually renewed at intervals 
along the route. Everywhere windows 
and balconies were filled with citizens, 

ladies. Mr. Johnson throuch- 
out the route bowed with marked cor- 
diality in response to the cheers and testi- 
monials of respect offered by the gazers 
from the houses; but a smile on his coun- 
tenance and a lighting up of his eye, 
whenever whole . and every win- 
dow of a building were crowded by fair 
ladies—with faces full of kindly welcome, 
dressed in that distinguish style in 
which the Memphis ladies are acknow!- 
edged to excel, beautiful as the dawn, 
kindly as the kisses of spring's softest 
breezes—then a glad look on Mr. John- 
son’s face manifested the pleasure he re- 
ceived from smiles and waving salutations 
coming from such sources, On Main 
street, above Beale, a lovely girl threw to 
Mr. Johnson the most beautiful boquet we 
have seen this season. It was received by 
him with evident pleasure, and the multi- 
tude saluted the lady with a warm and 
ng round of applause, 


THE NEWS BOYS’ PRESIDENT, =. 
A seene like that of yesterday could not 


possibly pass without its comic incident, 
and on this occasion it was furnished by 


those gamins, the newsboys. They had 
their President in the procession. His 
open carriage, drawn before and pushed 


behind by newsboys, was a emall hand- 
cart, dilapidated by many storms, and 
rickety with abundanceof forced marches 
over the unpaved streets of the suburbs. 
This President was seated on a chair with- 
out a back. He was probably ten years 
old; he had a frank, fearless look, red 
cheeks, bright eyes, and a dirty face. Over 
his tipless cap was a man’s rough sto vepipe 
hat, which time and difficulties had depriv- 
ed of ita brim. He had on a threadbare, 
ra „ country-spun, walnutbark-dyed 
coat, the long laps of which hung far down 
behind. In his hand he held, as wide 
open as his arms would permit, a copy of 
the AVALANCHE, on which his a were 
fixed with all the gravity his mischievous, 
leeful face would allow him to assume.

THE MULTITUDE. 

On passing up Main street from Beale to 
the Overton Hotel, the ovation assumed 
ite most striking proportions. Cheers 
broke from the vast multitude at brief in- 
tervals. Thesight of so vast an atten- 
dance, added to the large numbers in the 
procession, and of the windows and bal- 
conies thron with gazers, the ladies 
wayi their white handkerabiefs, and 
every lighted up with smiles of wel- 
come for the honored guest of the city— 
was one of the most striking we have had 
in Memphis for a long time. The number 
of persons attending, witnessing and

THE VELOCIPEDRS. 


Among the liarities that attracted 
attention in the procession, the vanguar: 
of velocipedes was not the least. Many 


who were present saw them for the first 
time, and such exhibited no little surprise 
at the sight of the two-wheeled vehicles, 


each with its A Tittle fag in front,

SPANGLER AND ARNOLD. 


What the Tortugas Prisoners have 
to Say for Themselves. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 


Samuel B. Arnold and Edman Spang- 
ler, the prisoners recently released from 
the Dry Tortugas, under pardon of 
President Johnson, the former having 
been sentenced for life and the latter 
for six years, by the military commis- 
sion that tried the assassination con- 


spirators, reached this city y. 

hey came passengers on aa. 
ship Cuba, from Key West. Arnold 
appears in rather delicate health, but 
Spangler is well, and both seem ih 
good spirits. They are set free now, 
after three years and three months in 
“durance vile.“ After their trial and 
sentence,they reached the Tortugas 
with Dr. Mudd, their late fellow-pris- 
oner, and O' Laughlin, who died du- 
ring imprisonment, on the 24th of July, 
1865, and were released on the 22d of 
March, 1869. Both Arnold and Spang- 
ler re ly readily to queries concerning 
their imprisonment and the treatment 
they received from the different com- 
manders of the post. During the sea- 
sen of the fearful rage of the yellow 
fever in 1867 at the fort, they state 
that nearly all the troops had been 
attacked and either recovered, or 
died, Dr. Mudd, who had so faithfully 
and advantageously labored among 
the sick was taken down with the 
disease, and there being no medical 
man left fit for duty, was nursed solely 
by themselves, his only remaining 
companions, ©’ Laughlin, having pre- 
viously died. During its prevalence 
there were thirty-seven deaths in that 
limited community, two of whom were 
prisoners and the balance officers and 
soldiers. They speak highly of the 
late Major Stone, who commanded at 
the time. His wife having died of the 
epidemic, of which he recovered, he 
carried his little child over to Key 
West, with the intention of sending it 
to his relatives in the North, and shortly 
after reaching there he was taken 
with a relapse and died. Their treat- 
ment depended much on the disposi- 
tion of the commander of the post, bat 
after the season of yellow fever they 
‘fared much better than previously.
